Berlin, Gerniarfy.—It"is no fauil of 
mine, is the keynote of an article ap- 
pearing in February's issue of the 
Deutsche Rundschau, over the signa- 
ture of Marshal von der Goltz, who 
organized the Turkish army,

Marshal von der Goltz states that! 


many years ago he had carefully pre- 
pared a plan of Maneuvers represent- 
ing a Turco-Bulgarian war. The 
Turkish army wes commanded by Na- 
zim Pasha, and the battle was to be 
fought around Adrianople, in. some- 
what similar conditions to the present 
war. 

Several days before the maneuvers, 
however, wholesale arrests of com- 


manders of both armies took place in | 


Constantinople. What had happened 
was that the ex‘Sultan’s spies had re- 
ported the coming war to their mas- 
ter, who feared a conspiracy, and 
Marshal von der Goltz, who was 4l- 
ready in the field, hurried back to 
Yildiz Kiosk, to convince the sultan 
that the maneuvers were quite harm- 
less, and to obtain the release of the 
arrested officers. The release was 


granted, but there was never a ques- | 


tion of maneuvers again, 

The marshal repudiates as irrespon- 
sible statements the attacks on him 
regarding the Turkish rout. He left 
the Turkish service seventeen years 
ago, and was offered the post again in 
1909, but refused.

FOTURE OF HOME RULE 


Bill to be Reintroduced in House of 
Commons in May < 

London.—Jt is the intention of the 
government to reintroduce the home 
rule bill into the house of commons 
the early part of next session, 
in May next. It will be 
passed through al] its stages rapidly 
without amendment by the mechani- 
cal party majority and again sent to 
the house of lords.

The hatred of the Turk inspir- 
ed them all with a fierce desire to 
sweep him.out of Europe. One can- 
not wonder when one knows from 
experience what horrors the Turkish 
troops have- committed. Miss War- 
render shuddered. Things unspeak- 
able! she said below her breath. 

Yes, she continued, the Greek is a 
gentleman, a noble foe. At Salon- 
ica the Greek soldiers actually pro- 
tected Turks against Bulgarians who, 
wild with fury, were ill-treating them. 
And they always accepted the parole 
of Turkish officers until they found 
that so many abused this privilege 
and acted as spies. Just to show 
you what the popular feeling about 
the Turks is, let me tell you of a de- 
tachment of Cretans who were sent 
from Epirus to Athens with eighty 
Turkish prisoners. They arrived 
with none. They had scratched out 
the 0 from the 80 in their instructions 
and they said the eight had got lost 
on the way. . The Greeks themselves 
would never have done this, but they 
all said it served the Turks right. -

London, England .—The 600 children 
at the Lambeth Poor-law Schools at} 
Norwood are to be given an orange 
one day a.week as a preventive) 
against influenza. y “4 | 

This new anti-influenza prevéntive) 
{s the result of a‘ recommendation of | 
schools to the board of guardians. 
The chairman of the board in discuss-| 
ing the value of. oranges as an influen- 
za preventive, stated {hat at any rate| 
the oranges could not ‘do the children 
any harm even if they did not do 
them any good. 

A London physician was inclined 
to take a much stronger view of the 
value of oranges as a food for school| 
children. : 

While this grant of. one orange a 
week may not be sufficient: to ward 
off this very infectious disease, the 


in the right direction. All of us, 
and particularly the children, would 
be much less likely to contract dis-| 
re of all kinds if we ate’ more 
ruit. 

The fruit hunger of children has, in| 
fact, long been recognized as a want 
of the system, which must be supplied 
if the health is to be kept up to the 
highest pitch. | 

The orange is perhaps the most val- 
uable..of all fruits obtainable in this 
country. The juice abounds in val- 
uable acids, besides containing sugar 
in an easily digestible form and min- 
eral salts, which are invaluable in 
building up bone. The ‘ aromatic 
principles in the oranges also have 
a stimulating effect on digestive 
juices and when eaten as dessert lead 
to the more rapid digestion and more 
complete absorption of the other foods 
eaten previously.

Hair During tliness, 
Whenevar a person is ill at home 


“ene of the points most likely to be neg- 


lected is the care of the hair. In a 
great many cases women recover from 
en iliness of only a few days to find 
their -bair so snarled and matted that 
almost is impossible ever to remove 
the tangles. 

If on the first day of an illness the 
fair is properly taken care of there 
eed be no occasion for this condition. 
The bair should be parted down the 
eenter and braided in two braids. The 
braids should commence far enough 
teward the front that the patient will 


~ pot lie on them when the back of her 


head is on the pillow. The hair should 
be combed at least once a day. The 
patient should Ile on her sige, and then 
eme-balf of the hair can be dressed 
without any trouble, no matter how 
aick the patient may be. 

In combing the hair one should com- 
mence at the ends, gradually remov- 
fmg the tangles by working upward. 
If the hair is grasped by the left hand 
between the roots and the part being 
combed the patient will not complain 
ef the pulling. 

If the hair is badly tangled olive ofl 


* may be applied, which will greatly less- 


em the labor. Where the matting is 
extensive it is not best to try to comb 
eut all tangles at once, as it would be 
two much of a tax on the patient. A 
few strands can be separated at a 
time, then braided so as not to become 
tangied again. 

When a patient is compelled to lie in 
bed for a number of weeks the hair 
may be washed without much incon- 
venience and wifbout danger to the 
patient. The pillow should be well 
protected by a rubber sheet and the 
patient moved as near the edge of the 
‘bed as possible. Two basins of rather 
bet water, one containing the shampoo 
mixture and the other for rinsing, 
should be in readiness. One side of 
the buir should be washed at a time, 
then rinsed well. The hair and scalp 
may be nearly dried very quickly with 
gwevernl towels. After the shampoo 
the hair should remain spread out on 
the pillow for some time until thor- 
@ughly dry. A little aleohol may be 
rubbed into the scalp after rinsing. 
Care should be taken that the patient 
f not exposed to a draft for some time. 

It Is in the litt!e details, such as the 
eare of the bair, the teeth and the fin- 
ger nails, that the thoroughness and 
training of a nurse are best shown. The 
finger nails should be given proper 
eare every day as well as the hair, 
while the teeth need attention several 
times a day. >

However useless a thing may seem 
he can generally find a use for it, and 
he thrives on this special knowledge 
of-what things are made of, and what 
they can be made into. Many waste 
merchants are very gich men, and 
out of business hours you would never 
guess that their wealth was drawn 
from such despised articles as rags 
or old tins. ‘§ 

An impetus is given to the business 
every now and then by the discovery 
of some fresh use to which waste 
materials can be put. 

The first of these impulses was given 
almost exactly 100 years ago by an 
Englishman, who discovered that 


‘woollen rags could be torn up into a 


material, then called ‘‘rag wool,” 
which was almost as good as the orig- 
inal wool. This simple diseovery has 
revolutionized the woollen industry, 
and the material, renamed “shoddy” 
(if made from soft rags, such as stock- 
ings), or “mungo,” if made of hard 
rags, is consumed in huge quantities. 
Within a short radius of Dewsbury, 
in the heart of the heavy woollen dis- 
trict of Yorkshire, there are over 400 
rag-waste merchants, who sell to the 
woollen and shoddy manufacturers. 

The rags are collected all ower the 
country, and even imported from 
abroad, to the tune of about a gnil-. 
lion pounds worth a year. §So expert 
are the rag-graders that they can us- 
ually tell at a glance from what part 
of the world any given sample of rag 
comes.
